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MARKET  REVIEW 

Wholesale  refined  sugar  in  the  United  States  during  May  1964  had  about 
as  many  price  reductions  as  there  were  price  increases  during  May  a 
year  ago.  At  the  beginning  of  the  month  the  price  of  refined  cane  sugar 
in  the  Northeast  was  11.25  cents  per  pound.  On  May  4  the  price  declined 
0.30  cent,  on  May  18  another  0.30  cent,  and  on  May  25  an  additional 
0.25  cent,  bringing  the  price  down  to  10.40  cents  at  the  end  of  the 
month.  These  price  reductions  followed  the  declining  raw  sugar  prices 
during  the  month.  At  the  end  of  May  the  gross  refining  margin  was  4.20 
cents  per  pound  and  for  the  first  five  months  of  1964,  the  average  mar- 
gin was  4.  18  cents  .  On  June  4  the  Northeast  price  was  reduced  another 
0.45  cent  and  as  of  that  date  quotations  in  the  selling  territories  were 
as  follows:

During  the  first  five  months  of  1964  refiners  reduced  their  sugar  inven- 
tories by  427,000  tons.  However,  at  the  end  of  May  their  stocks  still 
totaled  950,000  tons,  which  was  about  double  those  at  the  end  of  last 
May  and  247,000  tons  higher  than  the  1958-62  average  for  May  31  stocks. 

The  continued  high  level  of  refiners'  stocks  has  been  one  of  the  major 
factors  in  the  fall  of  domestic  raw  sugar  prices,  which  has  been  in 
progress  throughout  the  year.  During  May  domestic  raw  sugar  prices 
declined  from  7.25  cents  per  pound  at  the  beginning  of  the  month  to 
6.20  cents  at  the  end  of  May,  the  lowest  quotation  since  October  1961. 
The  average  price  for  the  month  of  May  was  6.65  cents  per  pound, 
about  in  line  with  the  May  price  reference  point  of  6  .63  cents  in  Section 
201  of  the  Sugar  Act.  During  the  first  five  months  of  1964,  the  domestic 
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raw  sugar  price  averaged  7.74  cents  per  pound  or,  on  a  comparable 
basis,  about  1.65  cents  less  than  the  price  of  raw  sugar  to  other  coun- 
tries . 

The  spot  price  for  sugar  to  other  countries  under  the  Number  8  Contract 
was  at  8. 00  cents  per  pound  at  the  beginning  of  May  and  declined,  to  5.90 
cents  at  the  end  of  the  month.  On  June  3  the  price  was  5.50  cents  per 
pound,  only  0.22  cent  per  pound  higher  than  the  U.S.  price  on  a  com- 
parable basis  and  the  lowest  quotation  since  mid- January  1963.  During 
the  first  five  months  of  1964  the  average  price  was  8.47  cents  per 
pound . 

With  anticipation  of  increased  world  sugar  production  from  the  1963-64 
crop  and  with  presently  favorable  growing  weather  in  Europe,  some 
importing  countries  have  been  lowering  their  stock  levels  in  anticipation 
of  lower  prices  for  world  sugars  .  Several  exporting  countries  have 
withdrawn  from  the  world  market  because  of  the  low  bids  received  for 
offerings  .  Adequate  supplies  seem  to  be  available  for  anticipated  needs 
for  old  crop  sugar. 

Deliveries  of  sugar  for  United  States  consumption  reported  during  the 
first  five  months  of  this  year  totaled  3,442,000  tons.  Actual  deliveries, 
including  constructive  deliveries  of  last  year  physically  moved  this  year, 
totaled  3,627,000  tons  or  perhaps  125,000  tons  less  than  estimated  con- 
sumption during  this  period.  During  January-May  1963  comparable 
deliveries  were  4,209,000  tons,  or  about  500,000  tons  more  than  esti- 
mated consumption  during  that  period. 

If  invisible  stocks  at  the  end  of  May  1964  were  down  about  125,000  tons 
from  those  held  at  the  beginning  of  the  year,  such  stocks  would  be  at  a 
nearly  normal  level  for  the  approaching  months  of  highest  sugar  usage. 
If  consumers  do  not  further  reduce  stocks  and  buy  only  as  needed,  de- 
liveries of  sugar  during  June  should  total  about  900,000  tons.  During 
June  of  1963,  users  were  working  down  their  excessive  inventories  and 
deliveries  amounted  to  only  592,000  tons. 

Hawaiian  sugar  production  from  the  1964  crop  totaled  454,000  tons 
through  May  23,  1963,  or  about  135,000  tons  more  than  for  the  same 
period  last  year. 

Puerto  Rican  sugar  production  through  May  24,  1964  amounted  to  907,  000 
tons,  raw  value,  or  69,000  tons  above  production  last  year  to  the  same 
date.  Approximately  1 50 ,  000  tons  of  sugar  were  produced  during  the 
balance  of  the  season  last  year.

HIGHLIGHTS 

1.  April  1964  sugar  deliveries  for  continental  U.  S.  consumption, 
733,000  short  tons,  raw  value  (preliminary)  up  about  33,000  tons  from 
March  1964,  but  down  154,000  tons-  from  April  1,9,63 .  Xanuary-April 
1964  deliveries  2,655,000  short  tons,  raw  value,  (preliminary),  down 
484,000  tons  from  the  January- April  196  3  period.  Final  data  for  March 
1964  deliveries  700,000       same  as  previously  published. 

2.  Primary  distributors  1  stocks  May  2,  1964were  2 ,  317  ,  072  short  tons, 
raw  value  (preliminary),  up  696,000  tons  from  a  year  earlier,  but  down 
216,000  tons  from  end  March  1964.  During  April  beet  processors' 
stocks  decreased  by  about  75,000  tons,  refiners'  stocks  by  about  95,000 
tons,  and  mainland  cane  processors'  stocks  by  about  47,000  tons; 
importers  of  direct  consumption  sugar  stocks  increased  by  1,000  tons. 

3.  Charges  to  1964  quotas  through  May  31,  1964  were  3,739,383  short 
tons,  raw  value ,  leaving  a  balance  of  6,061,201  tons  to  be  supplied 
within  the  9,800,000  ton  total. 

4.  Regionally,  January-March  deliveries  ,  1964as  compared  with  1963, 
were  down  to  4  regions,   up  to  1  --  decreases:  North  Central  23.1  per- 
cent, South  15. 4  percent,  Middle  Atlantic  12.8  percent,  and  New  England 
12.7  percent.  Increase:  West  3.8  percent. 

5.  First  quarter  1964  sugar  deliveries  were  smaller  to  all  of  the  seven 
industrial  user  groups  than  for  the  same  1963  quarter,  and  also  smaller 
to  three  of  the  four  non-industrial  user  groups  .  To  industrial  buyers 
the  national  decrease  was  11.5  percent  and  to  non-industrial  buyers 
18.9  percent.  Corn  refiners'  total  domestic  shipments  of  corn  sirup 
and  dextrose  were  up  about  24  percent.
